Basically, lawn bowling is a very simple game.

Fven experienced bowlers have their bad 
days; but good or bad, they’re eager to gel back 
on the green the next day. 

Once they start, most people are happily 
hooked. England’s Admiral Sir Francis Drake 
insisted on finishing a tight game of “bowls”* 
(as in bowl of soup) before responding to word 
that the Spanish Armada was approaching. 

George W'ashinglon had his own green — al¬ 
though the sport fell into disrepute during Re¬ 
volutionary days as being “pro British.” 

Walt Disney was especially impressed with the 
camaraderie between lawn bowlers everywhere. 

Al any of the almost 40 clubs in Southern 
California — or from Canada to Australia and 
South Africa — a fellow bowler is greeted warmly, 
l.awn bowlers come from all sorts of backgrounds, 
but on file green, they enjoy the game on a cor¬ 
dial first-name basis — and follow a global etiquette 
which includes shaking hands all around after each 
game. 

In fact, learning the game’s traditions and the 
procedural roulitte lakes as much time as does 
learning the proper delivery of a three-pound “bowl” 
so it will end up as close as possible to the 
target — which looks like a white billiard ball and 
is called the “jack.”

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Parents are 
teachers, too 

Excerpted from a commentary by 
Bill Honig, State Supt. of Public Instruction 

What are the most important influ¬ 
ences on a child’s education? Schools, 
teachers, books, and community support 
are all critical. But there iS another very 
crucial partner in the education process, 
and that is parents. 

Parents are teachers, too, and what 
parents do with their children at home 
has a powerful influence on their 
children's performance at school. 

While only about 13% of a child’s 
waking life is spent in school, it is esti¬ 
mated that parents nominally control 87% 
of a child’s time. Research indicates that 
how parents interact with their children 
at home is twice as important to the 
child’s success in school than is the 
family’s social or economic status. 

The things that can be done at home 
everyday help children the most. These 
activities include: 

• Talking with children about school and 
everyday events. 

• Monitoring children’s television view¬ 
ing, and talking with them about the pro¬ 
grams they watch. The statistics about 
television are alarming. The average 
kindergarten graduate has already seen 
more than 5000 hours of television in his 
or her lifetime. That is more time than it 
takes to obtain a bachelor’s degree. In 
addition, a 1980 study conducted by the 
State Department of Education found that 
the more time children spend watching 
TV, the lower their achievement scores. 

Financial Aid 
Awareness Month 

In a proclamation issued by Governor 
George Deukmejian, January has been desig¬ 
nated as Financial Aid Awareness Month in 
California. 

During this month, free public workshops 
will be offered to educate individuals about 
financing education beyond high school. 
Workshops will include information and as¬ 
sistance regarding types of financial aid, 
eligibility requirements and deadlines for ap¬ 
plying. The workshops will cover aid programs 
such as grants, loans and work-study offered 
at California’s Community colleges, four year 
colleges and universities and proprietary 
schools. 

Financial Aid Awareness Month is spon¬ 
sored by the California Association of Student 
Financial Aid Administrators (CASFAA). In 
addition to the proclamation from the Gover¬ 
nor, CASFAA has received over 50 proclama¬ 
tions from California mayors, a Member’s 
Resolution from the California Legislature and 
endorsements from the Department of Edu¬ 
cation and a variety of professional education¬ 
al associations and groups, all in support 
of Financial Aid Awareness Month.

“Don’t take it to the cleaners,’’ said her 
neighbor, “they’ll turn it yelloxv.” 

So my favorite customer decided to wash it 
herself. She did. She spun it dry. It came out 
gray and it came out shrunk. 

Could we St retell it and could we restore 
it to its original white color? 

“Here arc the facts,’’ I said. All whites 
lend to revert to their original gray or yellow¬ 
ish tint.

to explain without having a game to observe si¬ 
multaneously. So W'C won’t try. 

How ever, whether playing one-to-one singles, 
two-against-two pairs or three-against-lhrec triples, 
the only way to get points is by getting one’s 
bowls closer to the jack than any opponent’s 
bowl. 

In triples, for example, a team might have a 
maximum of nine points (nine howls closer than any 
o|i|ionenl’s howl) — but il the other side manages 
to gel closer with their final (ninth) howl, they 
have a point and you’ve just been wiped out, lor 
that end or segment of play. 

Hitting the jack with your bowl counts for 
nothing. It can help you, if movement of the jack 
puts it closer to more of your team’s bowls. Or 
it can be self-imposeil disaster if you’ve knocked 
the jack into a clusiei of unfriendly bowls. Prox¬ 
imity to the jack is everv ihing. 

Ihe green measures 120 feet each way, so it 
can be used east-west one day and north-south the 
next, minimi/ing the wear and tear on the pam-

Each green is divideil into eight lanes (called 
rinks). I vvelve of those “ends” constitute one ol the 
daily games, with players making six roundirips 
across Ihe green. Tournament games run longer 
and always call for dressing in traditional while 
garb. 

So what’s so tricky? 

Well, for one thing, the bowls aren’t truly 
round; ihey’ie flattened slightly, like a cheese or an 
obese wheel. ITirther, they’re designed with a built- 
in “bias.” You must estimate how far to the right 
or left of the target to aim, in order to have your 
curving bowl arrive anywhere near the jack as you 
deliver forehanded or backhandeil. 

Incidentally, the jack is rolled out to a dilTerenl 
distance each end. You not only start with a 
different target-distance each time, but the jack 
usually gels moved a few limes. (None of alley 
bowling’s setting of tenpins in exactly the same place 
each time — by machine, yet). 

Of course, the morning tlew or a recent water¬ 
ing or needed culling can make the green “slow.” 
But it will become “faster” as sunshine c'r a wind 
affects it as the game pioceeds. Winil alone can 
also affect the course of youi bowls. 1 he game may 
be simple, but it’s also sophisticated. 

Ihe only thing constant is Ihe challenge.
